Kosciuszko didn't come to America 


seeking a new home. He .came to devote 
his energies to the cause of human liberty. 
He was a capable engineer and Wash- 
ington needed men with his training badly. 
At the conclusion of our war for indepen- 
dence Congress gave a vote of thanks to 
this patriotic Pole, ceded him a grant of 
land and conferred upon him American 
citizenship. But the burning blood of pa- 
triotism in Kosciuszko found it impossible 
to settle down. Poland called him and 
the danger of answering that call could 
not stay him. He undertook for his-na- 
tive land, the task of ridding it of Prussian 
and Russian domination. 


In this respect his struggle was a dis- 


tinguished one although doomed to failure 
against odds no patriotism could over- 
come. His brilliant operations in the field 
gave a touch of flashing color to the Polish 
effort but an army of four thousand illy- 
equipped and without support could not 
overcome the tremendous opposition. Kos- 
ciuszko was captured and taken to St. Pe- 
tersburg as a prisoner of war. 


The Russians pulled down into the 


dust the statue of him erected by the Poles 
at Cracow. They would not even permit 
his countrymen to pay decent human re- 
spect to the splendid qualities of their 
great leader. But the people were not to 
be outwitted. Silently and steadily they 
erected a great cairn into which they de- 
posited stones they laboriously 
carried 


from the many battle fields at which Kos- 
ciuszko had stubbornly resisted the en- 
slaving of his people.

GEORGE WASHINGTON* ON 3RD TEKM 


Story within the story of the discovery of 


George Washington's surprise letter in defense 
of a third term is that President Roosevelt 
knew of its existence two years ago. However, 
he never mentioned it, though New Deal inti- 
mates who have come out for a third term 
would have given their eyeteeth for such a po- 
tent weapon. 


A photostat of the letter from Washington to 


Lafayette was first sent to Roosevelt on Wash- 
ington's birthday in 1938 by George L. Rees, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., historian and collector of rare 
documents. 


"I wanted to smoke him out," recalls Rees. 


"But it was no soap. He only sent me a polite 
note thanking me i'or the 'original greetings.' I 
waited, thinking some of his Iriends might get 
hold of the letter and publish it, but nothing 
happened." 


Rees waited two years and then made a sec- 


ond attempt to gam national recognition for the 
precious manuscript which he had unearthed 
from the dusty files of the library of congress. 
He walked into a New York newspaper office 
with his find and shyly asked if it would not be 
timely to publish il in view of the third term 
furore. 


The letter made headlines; for the refusal cf 


President Washington to accept a third term 
set a hitherto unbroken precedent, and the note 
to Lafayette repudiated this accepted theory. 


"I can see no propriety," he wrote to General 


Lafayette, "in precluding ourselves from the 
services of any man, who in some great emer- 
gency, shall be deemed, universally, most capa- 
ble of serving the public." 


How Rees discovered the letter is a story in 


itself. 


Because there were no organized political 


parties in Washington's day and in view of his 
known predilection for exceptional men in the 
public service, thc 60-year-old Brooklyn histor- 
ian says he "could not conceive of George 
Washington opposing a good president from 
continuing in office for three terms."

king of a country, he has little, if 
any power. Older persons rule in 
his name. 


That was true in the case of Lou- 


is the Fourteenth. His father died 
when he was only five. The child 
became king of France, but the real 
power was m the hands of his moth- 
er, the queen, and of a high officer 
of the Catholic church, Cardinal 
Mazarm. 


Louis the Fourteenth 


All through his boyhood, Louis 


found that things were being done 
i for him, not by him. Perhaps this' 
is the reason he later took :nto his 
hands every bit of power he could 
obtain. 


In 1661, the cardinal died. He had 


been prime minister, and it was ex- 
pected that someone would be chos- 
en to take the same office. 


At this time Louis was 23 years of 


] age. Instead of 
choosing a new 


prime minister, he declared, "From 
this time forward, I shall be my 
> 


own prime minister." 


Lotus the Fourteenth said, "I am 


j the state." By this he meant, "I am 
France, and no one shall tell me a 
single thing about how the nation 


I must be ruled." 


In other words, Louis became a 


dictator of a sort. Probably no oth- 
er king had ever held so much pow- 
er over France. 


In the life of every dictator, it 


seems there comes a time when his 
own country is not large enough to 
please him. Louis the Fourteenth 
! was not content w.th the size of 
France, and made war on the Span- 
ish Netherlands. This war gave him 
land known as "French Flanders." 


i 
Another conquest of Louis 
was 


' the region known as Alsace. It had 
1 been a part of Charlemagne's em- 


i pire, but later had been lost to 
France. Louis 
took it back, and 


, France held it until 1871. 


Seventy-two years! That was the 


length of the 
reign of Louis the 


Fourteenth, counting from the time 
,he was five years old. His real pow- 
er covered a period three-fourths 


i as long as that.

It appears to be proved, 
however, that the unhappy prison- 
er wa;> an Italian named Antonio 
Mattioli. Mattieli is said to have 
"double-crossed ' the French in a 
deal which \\ as to have given a 
fortress to then?, after which he 
was> kidnacped ard put in prison. It 
is explained that he wore a mask so 
no one would find out he had been 
taken acro«s the frontier.
